‘MR. CASSIDY ADDRESSES - 
UNDERGRADUATES 


EVOLUTION OF HONG: KONG'S’ 


TRADE 


—— 


Mr B.S. Cassidy‘ addfessed “a 
Inrge gathering at the Hong Kong 
University last night on ‘‘ The 
function of the foreign importer in 
the trade of South China.” In the 
course of his address Mr. Cassidy 


‘traced the entry of the foreign im-: 


porter into the trade and commerce 
of South China and showed how hé 
has come to act aa a link between 
foreign’ producers and Chintse con- 
sumers. He took his. audience -Le- 
hind the stage, 'as,it wore, and 
showed how tho business of the 
foreign. importer is organised and 
what the. future holds out for him 
Towards the end of the fifteenth 
century, said Mr. Cassidy, . the 
Portuguese, the Dutch and the East 
India Company, whose monopoly 
lasted, until 1834 had established 
connection with. traders in the East 
and there was much competition 
botween them for’. the " trade-in 
Chinese produce, In the early days 
silk :was the most: desired cotimod: 
ity, but by the end of the Leth cen- 
tury ‘ten had superceded it and be- 
came of greater importance. . Trade 
in those early days. were carried on 
by barter, the Europeans: exchang: 
ing. lead, tin and copper, Yorkshire 
woolléns and Iater on ‘Lancashire 


cottons for the produce of the East.’ 


; In the early days of Hong Kong;‘ 
said Mr. ‘Cassidy, it would appear 
that British, nierchants and import- 
ers were in the ascendant but they 
were soon joincd by Germaris who 
wore occupied chiefly’ with the 
sundry trade, clocks and watches, 
embroideries, hardware, etc. Bri 
tish’ importers, found Chinese de- 
mand for foreign products ‘ex- 
}panding and the manufacturers of 
Great Britain, having a big -lead 
in. the: development" of‘ overséns 
trade, British importers in Hong 
Kong found themselves in a dis- 
tinotly advantageous positioh ‘and 
henefitted accordingly. 


Struggle for Markets. 


The last quarter of the 19th century 
anw avstruggle for virgin ‘markets 
on x far more intense scale than 
the struggle for the produce of the 
East of the previous -thrée centuries 
As Chineso traders increased . in 
numbers ‘in the Colony, :se did the 
import trade grow. The growth of 
Hong Kong as a shipping port led 
to a demand for ship's stores and 
the establishment of many ‘ ship- 
chandlers. Building activities 


brought a demand: for. hardware | 


and other builditig materials. 

The prosperity’ of the Colony led 
to a demand for luxuries, Young- 
sr generations of Chinese, return- 
ing from’ European or American 
schools nnd universities required 
many of the concommitants of Wea- 
tern life. Streams of Chinese who 


had gone to the: four, quarters of 
the world, to the gold mines’ of 
California or Australia, to the 
plantations of Java and the 
Straits, to the markets of “ln 
dia. ond Burma, were begidnin 
to trickle back to their native '] 
bringing with them a wide 

Jedge of the uso of machinery and 
a desiro for o more comfortable 
standard - of’ life. This, together 
with the revolution .of 1010, and 
the coming of the age of the motor 
car, wireless, aeroplanes and jazz 
dancing contributed to the demand 
on Western factories. ~ :
